2. Choice logs, from all 
over the world, are first 
stripped of their bark, 
and, after careful grad- 
ing and selection, are cut 
into thin sheets (veneers). 
Various methods of cut- 
ting are used by Weld- 
wood engineers, to ensure 
the most appealing grain 
pattern from each log.

3. Certain woods are cut 
on this type of rotary 
lathe which “unwinds” 
the log by revolving it 
against a razor-sharp 
blade. Only the best sec- 
tions of veneer,.are used 
for Weldwood Plywood. 


4. After face veneers 
have been dried in special 
driers, they are arranged 
to produce the most deco- 
rative effect. Then, they 
are joined by a tapeless 
splicer to form a large, 
continuous sheet of ve- 
neer. This sheet becomes 
the “surface layer’, or 
face, of a Weldwood 
panel. 


5. A tree is stronger 
along the grain than 
across the grain. That’s 
why Weldwood is made by 
bonding thin plies of wood 
together with the grain of 
each ply-running at right 
angles to the next. The 
glue-spreading operation, 
using modern plastic ad- 
hesives, is shown here. 


6. This hot plate press 
applies just the right 
amount of heat and pres- 
sure to laminate the plies 
together into a perma- 
nent, solid panel. 


7. Weldwood Plywood is 
sold to home-owners and 
builders through local re- 
tail lumber yards which 
show the beautiful panel- 
ing on displays, making 
selection both simple and 
sure.

Short Form Specification: Prefinished (state species ) 
V-Plank shall be 3 ply %” Weldwood Plywood as 
manufactured by United States Plywood Corporation. 


Long Form Specification: Prefinished (state species ) 
V-Plank 3 ply %” Weldwood Plywood as manufac- 
tured by United States Plywood Corporation. Face 
veneers shall be mismatched for color and grain* to 
achieve a plank effect** and shall be free of open 
joints, face depressions, glue stains or other manu- 
facturing defects. Ruptured grain, doze or shake*** 
shall not be permitted and the veneer shall equal or 
exceed the requirement of best grade of that specie 
listed by U. S. Department of Commerce C 8 35-56 or 
latest revision thereof. There shall be three pieces of 
veneer within each 16 inches of paneling, grooved at 
each joint and the groove to be prefinished to har- 
monize with face veneer.

When packaged, surface shall be protected to avoid 
dust and dirt.

Short Form Specification: Plywood shall be Weld- 
wood Architectural Plywood, sequence matched, as 
manufactured by United States Plywood Corpora- 
tion. 


Long Form Specification: Plywood shall be Weld- 
wood Architectural Plywood, sequence matched, 
as manufactured by United States Plywood Cor- 
poration. Unless otherwise specified, plywood shall 
be 5-ply lumber core construction with an overall 
thickness of 3/4”; tolerance: 0” over or 1/32” 
under. Plywood shall be glued with waterproof 
phenol formaldehyde resin glue and processed by 
the hot plate method. 


Face veneer shall be from flitches specially selected 
and approved for architectural adaptation, with | 
respect to cutting lengths, uniformity of color, 
figure, grain character, or other special require- 
ments. 


Faces shall be of one or more pieces of veneer 
matched for color and grain at the joint to produce 
balance and continuity of character. Faces shall be 
selected for figure, selected for color, or unselected 
for color, as specified, but mineral streaks and dis- 
colorations, wormholes, ruptured grain, loose tex- 
ture, doze or shake shall not be admitted. Pieced 
veneers shall be parallel clipped, jointed by tape- 
less splicer and edge glued. In matching sliced or 
sawn veneers, unless otherwise specified, pieces 
shall be bookmatched and balanced matched. The 
panels are sequence matched.
